GIVE BRIE F DESCRIPTION OF WHAT HAPPENED: 



On Tuesday, May 24, 201 1 at approximately 2255 hours, members of the Metropolitan Police Department's 
Sixth District received a radio assignment for a shooting at 34 th and D Streets, Southeast, Washington, D.C. 
When the officers arrived on the scene, they observed Christopher Fletcher, hereafter the decedent, on the 
sidewalk in the 300 block of 34 th Street, Southeast, Washington, D.C, suffering from an apparent gunshot 
wound. DCFD Medic 7 responded to the scene and transported the victim to George Washington Hospital, 
where he was subsequently pronounced dead by Dr. Lee of the staff at 0049 hours. The remains of the decedent 
were transported to the Office of the Chief Medical Examiner for the District of Columbia, pending an autopsy. 
Mobile Crime technicians recovered a single casing in the area of the corner of 300 block of D Street, Southeast 

On Wednesday, May 25, 201 1, Dr. Prashar of the Chief Medical Examiner's Office for the District of Columbia 
performed an autopsy on the decedent. Dr. Prashar determined that the cause of death was a single gunshot 
wound to the front of the decedent's chest which struck the decedent's aorta. The manner of death was ruled a 
homicide. 

Members of the Homicide Branch initiated an investigation into this homicide. During the course of this 
investigation, members of the Homicide Branch located, identified, and interviewed a witness hereafter referred 
to as W-l. 

W-l was interviewed and stated that on the night of the murder, IT was in the area of 3327 D Street Southeast, 
Washington, D.C. when IT observed the decedent and a person whom "IT" knows as "BJ" in a verbal altercation. 
W-l stated that "BJ" was wearing a pink "Polo" type shirt with blue in it at the time of this verbal altercation. 
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W-l then observed the decedent walk towards the front of 3327 D Street. W-l stated IT heard the decedent say 



j^sl^'walked away, I'm on D street BJ, or words to that effect. According to W-l, approximately five minutes 
' later IT heard a gunshot. A short time later IT learned that the decedent was shot. 

A photo array containing nine photographs, including one depicting John Bolton, PDID: 374-526, and DOB. 
4/10/1962 in position number 6, was shown to W-l. W-l viewed the photo array and positively identified the 
photograph in position number six, John Bolton, PDID: 374-526, as the person that it had observed having a 
verbal altercation with the decedent just minutes prior to learning that the decedent was shot. 

Members of the Homicide Branch located, identified, and interviewed another witness, hereafter referred to as 
W-2 W-2 was interviewed and stated, "IT" was in the 3300 block of D Street Southeast, Washington, D.C. 
when the decedent was shot. According to W-2, IT observed the decedent at a cookout located in the rear of 
3327 D Street Southeast, Washington, DC when a person whom "IT" knows, among other names as, BJ, BABY 
JOHN and JOHN, hereinafter the defendant, approached and began greeting people at the cookout. W-2 stated 
the defendant was wearing a light pink shirt with blue stripes, blue shorts and white tennis shoes. W-2 stated that 
when defendant approached the decedent and kissed at him as if he was a female. W-2 stated that the decedent 
did not respond W-2 stated, the defendant then began asking the decedent, What's wrong with you, any other 
time you be playing. What's wrong with you? You in your feelings or something, or words to that effect. W-2 
stated that the decedent then began to play with the defendant. 

W-2 stated that approximately five (5) minutes later, the decedent appeared from the rear of 3327 D Street, with 
his shirt off and began making statements like, Fuck you'll bitch ass niggas. Yeah, I'm on D Street, Fuck you all 
niggas Yeah Baby John I'm on D Street, or words to that effect. W-2 observed the decedent then walk up the 
3300 block of D Street Southeast, towards 34 th Street. W-2 stated that it then observed the defendant, and JOHN 
appear from the rear of 3327 D Street Southeast. W-2 stated that the defendant climbed over the fence into the 
yard of 3325 D Street, Southeast and picked up an object. W-2 observed the defendant place the object m his 
waist at which time W-2 observed that the object was a gun. 

W-2 then observed the decedent walk in the direction of the defendant who had re-emerged in the 300 block of 
34 th Street, SE, Washington, DC. W-2 stated that IT then observed a flash and heard a gunshot coming from 
where IT observed the decedent and the defendant. 

W-2 was shown a photo array containing nine photographs, including one depicting John Bolton, PDID: 374- 
5?6 and DOB- 4/10/1962 in position number 6. W-2 viewed the photo array and positively identified the 
photograph in position number six, John Bolton, PDID: 374-526, as the person that it had observed standing in 
front of the decedent when IT heard a shot and saw a flash. W-2 stated that prior to the defendant arriving at the 
cookout and to the shooting. IT observed the decedent playing with a knife. W-2 did not observe the decedent 
with a knife as the decedent walked in the 3300 block of D Street, SE and yelled out BJ's name. 

Members of the Homicide Branch located, identified, and interviewed another witness hereafter referred to as W- 
3 W-3 was interviewed and stated, "IT" was in the area of 3327 D Street Southeast, Washington, DC when IT 
observed the decedent who was carrying a knife walking in the 3300 block of D Street yelling something about 
he was not a "Faggy or Faegy motherfucker, or words to that effect. W-3 stated that "IT" heard the decedent say, 
BJ I'm on D Street, or words to that effect. W-3 stated that IT then observed BJ go into a yard next to 3327 D 
Street SE. 

W-3 was shown a single confirmation photograph of John Bolton PDID 374-526. W-3 viewed the photo array 
and positively identified that photograph, as the person "IT" knows as "BJ" and the person whom "IT" observed 
in the yard next to 3327 D Street Southeast, Washington, D.C. W-3 has known "BJ" for years. 

On Friday, May 27, 201 1, Your Affiant received a phone call from anonymous caller who stated, among other 
things, that "Lester" or "Sylvester" shot the decedent. Your Affiant asked this caller if he was a witness to the 
homicide and the caller stated no and that he was repeating the word on the street and that he has not spoken to 
any eyewitnesses to this homicide. enUrK.
